ENDS SAD VIGIL 


“Bishop of Outdoors” Is

Buried in East. | 


Waterloo, N. Y., Nov. 3.-—A lone 
woman, garbed in black, walked slowly 
out of Maple Grove cemetery long after 
dark tonight. Mrs. Leonard Jacob 
Christler had ended the journey from 
Havre, Mont.; had accomplished her 
mission. 

The body of her husband, the former 
“bishop of all outdoors,” had been 
buried in the. town of his birth, the 
place where he had passed his boyhood 
and where he entered the ministry. 
Mrs. Christler, for the first time since 
the tragedy, left the body of her hus- 
band and the casket which contained it. 

Early last Friday morning Mrs. 
Christier heard two shots in the hall- 
way of her home in Havre. There she 
found the bodies of her husband and 
Mrs. Margaret Carleton. 

Never Left the Casket. 

She attended’ the inquest which de- 

cided the pastor had been killed by 


and then on Monday morning she todk 
up the long pilgrimage east. For two 
| days and nights she sat beside the cas- | 
ket in the baggage car of the overland 
train until Chicago was reached. There 
she accompanied the body to St. Chrys- 
ostom’s church and remained beside 
it for a night and a day. Then she re- 
sumed the journey eastward, keeping 
beside her dead. 

Today the funeral services were held 
in the little Church of St. Paul. From 
many cities in this section came dele- 
gations, including clergy and fraterma! 
and civic associations. 

While the body lay in state in the 
chapel Mrs. Christler sat immobile at 
the head of the bier. When thousands 
had passed in review she patted down 
the cushions, arrdnged the iocks of 
the dead man, and then silently closed 
the casket. 

Leads Way to Grave. 

When the services were over she 
led the mourners out of the church 
and at the cemetery took her place 
at the head of the grave. The com- 
mittal services were concluded as dark- 
ness spread. Mrs. Christler remained 
like qa statue at the graveside. The 
clergyman spoke to her gently. She 
remained unmoved. Members of her 
family gspoke to her. She gave no tomes 
of leaving. <

4 yy Asks McKinley to 


Name Prosecutor. 


State’s Attorney Robert E. Crowe 
in a letter to Chief Justice Michael L. 
McKinley of the Criminal court last 
night charged that insidious propa- 
ganda has been circulated in connec- 
tion with the grand jury investigation 
of school board scandals and requested 
Judge McKinley to name a lawyer to 
take entire charge of the inquiry. 

Mr. Crowe’s letter goes into a com- 
plete history of the school scandal in- 
vestigation, and the indictments re- 
turned, and concludes with the pro- 
posal that whatever lawyer the judge 
may name shall be im’ ¢omplete con- 
trol and report to néne but the judge. 

Crowe’s Letter to Judge. 

Following ig Mr. Crowe's letter: 

“Dear Judge’ McKinley: For the 
last six months the investigation of 
apparent, irregularities in the conduct 
of the affairs of the school board has 
been under investigation by the grand 
jurors of this county. From the begin- 
ning I have felt that thig investiga- 
tion constitutes the most important 
matter yet presented to me as state’s 
attorney. The school board has the 
sacred trust of funds dedicated to‘the 
education of our youth, and if these 
funds can be ruthlessly plundered by 
men in official positions and the guilty 
§ permitted to go unwhipped of 


‘lore the regular grand jury then sit- 


ting in the hands of Samtel M. Ham- 
ilton, whom I consider one of my 
able assistants, and who secured the 
indictment of William A. Bither, at- 
torney for the school board, and 


others. 
a 


Then Names Hodges. 

“When I ascertained the scope o 
the inquiry seemed to require the at- 
tention of more than one of my as- 
sistants I intrusted the further details 
of the investigation to Ernest 58S. 
Hodges, a Democrat, appointed by 
Maclay Hoyne, my predecessor, and 
reappointed by me in office. 

“I instructed Mr. Hodges, ag I 
had instructed Mr. Hamilton, to make 
a thorough investigation and without 
fear or favor to procure the indict- 
ment of any man who, as the result 
of the investigation, might properly 
be charged with crime, however high 
his positiohi or powerful his political 
affiliations. 

“Mr. Hodges conducted the investi- 
gation before the May, June, and July 
grand juries, and introduced before 
those juries a great number of wit- 
nesses, and. collected a large amount 
of information which afterward proved 
of much value in securing indictments 
before the special grand jury. 

Grand Jury Continued. 

“In view of the wide scope of the 
inquiry necessary to fully present the 
criminal aspects of the matters under 
investigation, the August grand jury 
devoted the greater part of their regu- 
lar session exclusively to the investiga- 
tion of this subject matter, and, upon 
my petition, that grand jury has cop- 
tinued in session down to the present 
time as a special grand jury, twice re- 
appointed upon my request. 

“When the present special grand 
jury first started upon this investiga- 
tion in August, I consulted with 
Judge Kickham Scanlan, who was 
then chief justice of the Criminal 
court and in charge of this grand jury, 
and at his suggestion and request I 
placed the matter in charge of Mr. 
George E. Gorham. 

“Mr. Gorman had _  succeasfully 
conducted the investigation into the 
labor situation, which had resulted in 
the indictment and conviction of forty 
bombers, terrorists, jury bfibers, and 
perjurers, with the result that the 
reign of terror which had existed for 
many years in the building industry of 
Chicago was terminated.

the Gulf stream is very warm thia 
year and that it is repidly melting the 
ice out of the Arctic ocean. The cli- 
mate of Norway is growing mild, and 
eortherm Russia is ice free. The Are- 
tic ocean is melted clear of ice for 700 
miles north of Norway, a thing hither- 
to unheard of. The map indicates how 
much ice has been melted. 


2—The Gulf stream rises in the 


| tepid waters of the Gulf of Mezico and 


the Caribbean \sea. It crosses the At- 
lantic ocean, and part of it strikes 
Europe. The mild climate of western 
Europe is entirely due to this current. 
Some unexplained change has oc- 


curred to the stream which enables tt 
to flow with greater volume and carry 
more heat. 

3—The Arctic ocean is the source 
of winter in the United States. A 
large body of perpetual ice Hes just 
north of Canada and in Greenland, 
and when this hemisphere of the carth 
is turned away from the sun, cold 
winds blow out from it and carry snow 
over much of North America. 

4—A mild winter is predicted this 
year. With the Arctic ocean warmer 
than usual, there will be more heat 
for the winds to carry, and consc. 
quently an open season will prevail. 
The shaded area on the map shows 
the territory which will be affected.

Publish Decree Ousting Sultan. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 3.—([By | 
the Associated Press.]—The decision of | 
the Angora assembly dethroning the | 


sultan and establishing # republic was 
made known in the following terms 
here today: 

“The palace of the sublime porte, 
having through corrupt ignorance for 
several centuries provoked numerous 
ilis for the country, has passed into the 
domain of history. Recently’ the 
Turkish nation, the real mistress of its 
destinies, the founder of the Ottoman 
empire, revolted against its foreign 
enemies in Anatolia and undertook a 
struggle against the palace of the 
sublime porte, which took sides with 


its enemies and against the nation, | 


and to that end it constituted the 


grand national assembly of Turkey its, 


government, and its army threw iteelf 
into the struggle against the enemies 
from without and against the palace of 
the sublime porte. . 

“Today the era of liberation has at 
last been entered into. The Turkish 
nation, in view of the treason in the 
palace of the sublime porte, has pro- 
claimed its own organic statute. 


Assumes Executive Powers. 


“Article 1 of this statute stipulates 
that the sovereignty of the sultan is 
assumed by the nation. 

“By article 2 executive and legisla- 
tive powers are conferred upon the 
nation. 

“Article 7 invests the body of the 
nation with sovereign rights, such as 
the right to declare war and conclude 

(These were formerly preroga- 
tives of the sultan.) 

4 ce then the Ottoman empire has 
gollapsed and in its place the new na- 
tional Turkish state is called into 
being; likewise, since the abolition of 
the sultanate, the grand national as- 
sembly of Turkey has taken its place; 
that is to say, the government of Con- 
stantinople, its existence being no lon- 
ger eupported by any national force, 
bas ceased to exist and no longer con- 
stitutes a vital-organism, the true mass 
of the people of the nation have insti- 
tuted an administrative government of 
the people and the peasants, guaran- 
teeing their welfare.”
